This informa- 
tion which has reached General Pun- 
sron, is from a source which causes 
him to regard it as authentic. Villa 
was last reported seen at Nonaova, 
about eighty-five miles by trail south- 
west of Satevo, where the most ad- 
var.ced 
of Gen. Pershing's forces 
were yesterday. 


Villa Plans Attack. 


101 Paso, 
April 24.—According to 
Mexicans arriving' here from the in- 
terior today, reports, have been spread 
that Villa is coming north again with 
s.n object, of attacking the American 
forces. They say the bandit now has 
some three hundred followers and will 
be joined later by Pedro Bracamonte 
of the Torreon district, who has 1,500 
men, 
and 
General Bauelos, whose 
command numbers 1,000 men. 


American Troops In Clash. 
El Paso, April 24.—Early today the 


local 
police received a report that 
fighting had begun between Carranza 
and American Forces at. Satevo. 
According to- police >her«,- -the-infor- 
mat ion'came from influential sources^ 
in Juarez. The police claim the report 
;o be true. It is stated several negro 
soldiers had been killed in the fighting. 
At Port Bliss nothing had been heard 


of the reported clash at Satevo and im- 
mediately an investigation was started. 
Anxiety was exprpessed in military 


circles litre today over reports from 
the interior of renewed activity of nu- 
merous small bands of bandits roving 
about northern Chihuahua. 
The peons have heard that the Am- 
erican troops are to be 
withdrawn 


from Mexico. The halting of the op- 
erations of the expeditionary force has 
confirmed their belief in the truth of 
the story ..which they have'interpreted 
as a crushing defeat of the "gringos." 


The importance of these plans as 
seen by army officers is that their de- 
predations may drive the masses of the 
people, already almost 
destitute^ to 
desperation, and cause a serious out- 
break which might involve the Ameri- 
can soldiers. 


Not Credited at Headquarters. 
Neither General Bell at Fort Bliss, 
nor military heaquarters at Columbus, 
X. M., had any information this morn- 
ing regarding Mexican reports that 
American soldiers had an engp.gement 
with some civilians at Satevo. 
The 
report, which is not credited, said sev- 
eral negroes were killed. 
The redisposition of the forces of 
the American tentative expedition into 
Mexico as planned by Major General 
Funston, has been in a large measure 
completed, it was learned here today. 
The troops are now concentrated in 
strong units along all lines of commun- 
lication and thoroughly protected, that 
' is said ont to be much more than 250 
' piles long. Reinforcements are also

The flying squadron of wardens, who 


use these machines began their work 
this week and the result will be not 
only greater efficiency, but greater tlc- 
duction in expense. 
Thu new conservation commission 
has made an enviable record in the 
first nine months of its existence. The 
statement given out by Secretary E- S. 
;Scheibel on April 20th shows a saving 
of.$J7,395.S8 for the period between 
July 1, 1915, and March 31, 1916. The 
service in the meantime has been 
even better than it was before the 
various 
departments devoted to the 
conservation and propagation, of game 
were co-related under the new law. 
With the advent of the motorcycle 
squad, the efficiency of the department 
will be increased stiU more and a 
larger percentage of saving will be 
shown when: the annual report is is- 
sued. 
"The motorcycles will make a ma- 
terial reduction in the transportation 
expenses of the 
department," said 
Commissioner W. E. Barber. "It has 
been the custom since the game war- 
den department was organized for the 
wardens to travel by railroad, which 
took them, only to railroad towns and 
there, in most cases, they were obliged 
to hire livery to go to the rural dis- 
tricts, where most of their work is 
done. The reduction of this expense, 
however, was not the whole object 
which inspired the introduction of the 
motorcycle.' The department realized 
that in order for a warden to obtain 
the best results, he must become ac- 
quainted with the people he is serving. 
He must come in contact with them at 
their homes and in their places of bus- 
iness. -He must discuss with them the 
importance of conservation, not only 
commercially, but from romantic side 
of the question. He must interest 
them in the work he is doing to con- 
serve those- features that add so much 
to our lives. 
"The conservation commission anti- 
cipates that with 
instructions which 
the wardens 'will'receive, they will 
visit every- farmer, in their respective 
territories and.the result will be co- 
opeation in the work of the commis- 
sion. It is a theory of the present 
commission that education is the im- 
portant factor to be used in rehabili- 
tating the scattered remnants of wild 
life in Wisconsin. Courts, criminal 
warrants and jails have their place in 
enforcing the game laws, .but when the 
people thoroughly understand the need 
of conservation and the 'benefits to be 
derived therefrom, these weapons will 
be necessary only in the exceptional 
extreme cases, when the people un- 
drstaad the relations that the wild 
creatures bear to our civilization, they 
will stop their destruction and not un- 
til, then will violations 
laws cease.

MISSISSIPPI FLOOD 


CARRIES OUT STRIP 


OF RAILROAD TRACK 


Burlington Embankment at East .Wi- 


nona Give* Way, Flooding. Acre* 


of Lowlands at La Crone.

La Crosse, April- 24.—Three'hundred 
feet of the Chicago, Burlington 
& 
Quincey railroad at East Winona was 
carried away by the rise of the-Mis- 
sissippi river Sunday and a great sea 
was hurled upon thousands 01 acres of 
land and farm houses, on the Wiscon- 
sin side of the river. 
, The Burlington embankment has 
been the only protection 
of a large 
strip of countryside since the rise of 
the river nearly a .month ago. The 
constant beating of the river against 
it finally wore it away and on Sunday 
a gap of sixty feet was smashed in the 
levee and the river fell upon the low- 
land, which had been sheltered by it 
At the point of the break the river 
was twelve feet above the level of the 
land beyond the 'embankment and the 
flood poured through with tremendous 
force. The gap was rapidly widened 
until today it was fully 300 feet across. 


Ru«h Repair Wtork. 
Pile drivers 
were 
rushed to the 
scene as rapidly as possible from the 
Burlington, and Great Northern roads, 
and an army of'men is at work today 
trying to prevent the spread of the 
break and to bridge the gap. The 
main line of the Burlington system be- 
tween Chicago and" Minneapolis will 
be out of service Tor three days at 
least and perhaps much longer. 
The great drainage district near 
Trempeauleau.is under water. It was 
said by Captain W. A. Thompson of 
La Crosse, head of the drainage1 com- 
pany, today,: however, that the damage 
to his company would n.ot be great. At 
La Crosae .the river is 12.7 today and 
still rising slowly. It has done no 
great damage here, but between La 
Crosse and Winona there are many 
miles along the Burlington, Chicago 
& Northwestern and 
Green Bay & 
Western railways where the embank- 
ments have been subjected for weeks 
.to the strain of high water and where 
the tracks are barely out of water, and 
where1 there is danger of the same 
thing happening as at Bast Winona. 
Flood at Stevens Point. 
Stevens Point, April 24.—Fear Is en- 
tertained that the dike which protects 
the principal residential district here 
from floods may break. The town of 
Carson bridge, hear here., has been 
washed away as result of rising wat- 
ers. • The last break occurred in 1880 
and resulted in a great loss of proper- 
ty.

In the form of luxuries, purchas-

I not afford to pay, were such foods as 
i canned pork and beans (nearly bal- 
anced as to acid and base-forming ele- 
ments), canned spinach (which the 
men rejected because they did not like 
it), canned wieners 
(acid, forming 
canned jam (acid 
forming), 
corn 
flakes (acid forming), oatmeal 
and 
condensed milk (well balanced) 
The 


oatmeal and condensed milk were con- 
fined to the officers' quarters 


For breakfast the laborers had black 


coffee sweetened with sugar, white 
crackers or white bread. 
The fact 


must here be emphasized that as thev 
had to pay heavily for all their food 
they economized as much as possible 
believing, as all other people believe, 
that inasmuch as bread is the staff of 
life and in itself is sufficient to main- 
tain strength, energy, and health, they 
could get along well enough on a 
bread diet .until the completion of 
their work, thus saving some money 
for their return to civilization. 


At noon they consumed coffee and 
sugar with bread, crackers, dried cod- 
fish ham or xanjue. 
Xarrjue is dried 
beef which looks like leather. 
It. is 
packed in slabs or layers weighing 
fifty _pounds each. Each slab is sev- 
eral inches thick and as hard as wood 
As in the case with the cereals, bread- 
stuffs, codfish and ham so also the 
xarque represented a predominance of 
acid-forming elements. 


In the evening they ate more bread, 
crackers and xarque. occasionally in- 
dulging themselves in the expensive 
luxury of a can of sauerkraut, a can 
of pork and beans or a can of jam 
Their bread, "the staff of life," was 
enough, so they implicitly believed. 
The French. Jamaicans and Barba- 
dians grouped together 
and 
made 


what the others called "sinkers," a 
sort of large doughnut composed of 
white flour, sugar and water, cooked 
in lard (acid forming). 


Let it be remembered that all the 
food in the laborers' camp, with the 
exception of beans, were of the acid- 
forming type.

Acidosis. whether called beri-beri.

NEWHOUSE RESIDENCE 


DAMAGED BY FLAMES 


Sparks From Chimney ^Fanned By 


Wind Thought, to Have Cauced 


Fire Sunday Morning. 


Fire Chief H. C. Klein this morning, 


after examining the damage done by 
fire and water to the residence of W. 
O. Newhonse, 419 Garfield 
avenue, 
Sunday, estimated the total loss to be 
between fifteen hundred and two thou- 
sand dollars. The roof and attic of 
the home was completely ruined by 
the flames, and the first and'second 
stories suffered heavily from the im- 
mense amount of water required to ex- 
tinguish the fire. The flre is the first 
serious loss in this city this year. 
It is supposed that the flames start- 
ed on the roof, from a spark that fell 
from the chimney and was fanned by 
the strong northwest wind. The flames 
obtained a most dangerous start be- 
fore anyone knew of the sitnation. The 
suggestion that the fire started from 
electric wiring in the attic has also 
been made, but the 
first 
version la 
considered the most logical. It is be- 
lieved that the chimney spark caught 
on the wooden shingles and burned a 
hole through the attic before the flre 
was discovered. 


Mr. and Mrs. Newhouse and 
son 
were in Ottawa Sunday. 
A relative 
from Clinton, the main and an infant 
child were alone in the home. 
They 
were seated at the breakfast table and 
the first alarm was when a heavy 
timber fell to the floor in the attic. 
On rushing out of doors smoke was 
seen coming in thick volume from un- 
derneath the roof, which was bursting 
into flames. 


The alarm was sounded from box 


311. The fire must have been burning 
at least ten minutes before the discov- 
ery,-as the whole top story seemed to 
be afire. 
The firemen laid two-lines 


of hose and for an hour poured water 
on the roof and into the attic. Nearly 
every article of furniture'in the house 
was removed by citizens as the water 
was coming down from the attic In 
torrents. 


The roof is but a mass of charred 
and burned timbers. The contents of 
the attic, furniture, clothes, furs and 
household equipment, is a complete 
loss. The damage downstairs Is from 
water alone. The house and contents 
is insured for $3,800. 


Mrs. Newhouse is convalescing at a 
sanitarium at Ottawa, and because of 
her condition it Is requested that ghe 
be not informed of the flre by friends.

STEAMING SEED BEDS 


[SI'i:CUl, TO THE GA/.KTTB] 


Madison, Wis., April 24.—Some 
of 


the tobacco farmers around Stoughton 
are making a new trial on the pre- 
paration of their tobacco seed beds. 
Remarkable results have been ob- 
tained under direction of the univer- 
sity in the steaming of tobacco plant 
beds. This process kills the weed 
seed and sterilizes the soil. A short 
cm. in accomplishing the same results 
is being tried by farmers through the 
use of pouring gasoline and kerosene 
on the seed beds before planting and 
then touching the match. One farmer 
who tried it last j'ear was not satisfied 
.with the results as he was with steam- 
|ing. A number of other tobacco raisers 
are making the experiments this year.
